intermissions.  The  play  was  w.,f  this  fame'>aCuo,s  as  they 
played  their  parts,  under  the  direction  of  our  principal, 
Mr.  Don  Kesler,  and  a  band  of  capable  assistants,  the 
faculty. 

This  play  belongs  to  no  particular  classification, 
being,  at  various  stages,  comedy  and  tragedy. 

The  scenes  all  take  place  in  the  high  school  building, 
in  corridors,  classrooms,  the  auditorium,  and  the  gym¬ 
nasium,  The  settings  are  plain,  showing  signs  of  much 
use. 

ACT  I  shows  the  arrival  of  the  class  in  the  halls  of 
learning.  Their  timidity  and  curious  mistakes  furnish  some 
bright  comedy  moments.  There  is  rapidly  rising  action 
and  the  villain  gradually  puts  in  an  appearance.  He  is 
called  Study  and  is  of  alarming  size  and  proportions. 

It  is  evident  that  he  will  interfere  sadly  with  the  enjoy¬ 
ment  and  leisure  of  the  actors,  now  known  as  Freshmen. 

During  this  act,  which  was  under  the  direction  of  our 
homeroom  teacher,  Mr.  John  Hardwicke.  we  were  permit¬ 
ted  to  form  an  organization  of  our  own,  which  had  the 
following  list  of  officers:

At  the  close  of  the  act,  tragedy  seems  imminent,  as 
there  is  a  desperate  affair-  -  a  mental  crisis  created  by 
Study’s  brother  villain,  Examinations.  But  almost  all  of 
the  46  Freshmen,  by  one  last  spurt  of  their  tired  brains, 
win. 

The  curtain  of  the  first  act  falls  on  the  rejoicing 
Freshmen,  who  are  nevertheless  not  wholly  free  from  a 
feeling  that,  though  this  encounter  with  Study  has  been 
safely  passed,  the  worst  is  yet  to  come.  The  actors  are 
pleasing  but  decidedly  amateurish. 

After  a  brief  intermission  of  12  weeks,  the  play  is 
resumed. 

ACT  II  shows  the  same  people  in  the  same  place, 
but  they  are  now  known  as  Sophomores,  owing  to  an  ad¬ 
vance  of  rank.  A  touch  of  pathos  is  found  in  the  absence 
of  several  of  the  cast  who  were  so  disabled  in  the 
encounter  with  Study’s  ally.  Examinations,  that  they  were 
unable  to  appear  in  the  second  act. 

Under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Douglas  Dickerson,  the 
sophomores,  now  42  in  number,  elected  the  following  offi¬ 
cers  for  their  class  organization:

In  this  act  the  members  of  the  cast  seem  to  have 
achieved  noticibly  lacking  in  ACT  I.  Incipient  love  a- 
ffairs  are  noticed,  and  the  costumes  are.  much  more  elab¬ 
orate.  as  is  also  the  make-up  used.  There  is  a  pleasant 
divertissement  in  their  trip  to  Raleigh  where  they  had  the 
privilege  and  honor  to  shake  hands  with  Gregg  Cherry,  who 
was  then  governor  of  North  Carolina.  Another  outstanding 
event  on  this  trip  was  their  visit  to  radio  station  W.P.T.F. 

Yet  the  mention  of  Study  casts  a  gloom  over  the  bright¬ 
ness.  More  time  is  spent  than  before  in  preparation  against 
the  enemy,  and  the  preparation  is  more  systematic.  There 
also  seems  to  be  more  mental  activity  in  the  protagonist. 

The  action  continues  to  rise  till  the  end  of  the  act, 
when  we  again  have  the  inevitable  struggle  and  the  crisis 
brought  about  by  the  Examinations.  Again,  the  class  wins, 
thanks  to  the  time  spent  in  preparation. 

Another  12  weeks’  intermission,  and  we  stagger  in  for 
ACT  III.  The  actors  are  so  changed  that  each  act  seems 
like  an  entirely  new  play.  They  are  now  called  Juniors. 
Their  position  and  their  pride  have  both  advanced,  but 


there  remains  the  haunting  dread  of  Study,  the  villain. 

The  director,  Mrs.  Margaret  Martin,  allows  the  actors, 
now  39  in  number,  much  more  freedom  than  they  have  pre¬ 
viously  enjoyed,  which  results  in  an  improvement  of  the 
performance  by  many.  There  are  some  delightful  interludes 
to  make  this  a  cheerful  act: 

The  juniors  gave  the  Seniors  a  banquet,  based  upon 
a  “Gay  Nineties”  theme,  at  the  Town  Hall  of  Liberty, 
N.C.,  on  May  8th,  1949. 

By  this  time,  some  of  the  actors,  all  of  whom  entered 
the  cast  on  a  footing  of  equality,  have  come  more  promi¬ 
nently  into  the  spotlight,  and  their  parts  are  assuming  al¬ 
most  stellar  proportions  by  their  having  gained  outstanding 
honors  as  marshals  of  the  Junior  Class.  They  are  as  fol¬ 
lows:  Buddy  Strickland,  chief;  Gladys  Kimrey,  Frank  York, 
Maerine  Clapp,  and  Arnold  Hogan. 

Officers  for  our  Junior  Class  organization  were  elected 
as  follows:

Before  the  curtain  falls,  there  is  the  dreaded  yet 
certain  conflict,  but  Study’s  emissary,  Examinations,  is 
defeated  again. 

Again  an  intermission  of  12  weeks,  which  both  audience 
and  actors  greatly  enjoy,  perhaps  because  they  realize 
there  is  but  one  more  act  to  follow.  There  is  an  atmos¬ 
phere  of  gayety  that  even  the  thought  of  study  cannot 
completely  dispel. 

ACT  IV  arrives  at  last  and  is  warmly  received.  By  this 
time,  the  actors  are  so  matured,  so  at  ease,  so  changed  for 
the  better  that  they  are  difficult  to  recognize.  We  seem  to 
view  the  rose-colored  spectacles  the  scene  that  so  soon 
will  vanish.  It  looks  impossibly  attractive. 

We  have  grown  honestly  fond  of  all  the  cast,  some  of 
whom  we  regarded  with  anything  but  favor  as  the  curtain 
rose  on  the  first  act  of  this  unusual  play.  Even  that  arch¬ 
villain,  Study,  seems  less  formidable. 

The  action  is  more  rapid  and  more  complicated  than  in 
preceding  acts.  There  is  more  comedy  than  before  and 
there  are  some  delightful  interpolations: 

The  Seniors  were  given  a  wonderful  banquet  on  May 
6th,  195C,  by  the  Junior  Class. 

Sixteen  members  of  our  class  presented  the  three-act 
Senior  play  entitled  "Who  Wouldn’t  Be  Crazy”  in  April, 
1950. 

This  dignified,  stately  group  of  Seniors  took  a  trip  to 
our  nation’s  capital,  Washington,  D.C.,  in  April,  1950. 

Under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Howard  Johnson,  theSenior 
Class,  composed  of  35  members,  was  organized  with  the 
following  officers:

The  actors  who  showed  promise  of  being  stars  in  the 
preceding  act  have  fulfilled  that  promise  and  shine  brightly. 
They  are  as  follows:  Barbara  Jones,  valedictorian,  and  Jean 
Thomas,  salutatorian.  The  entire  production  attains  a 
smoothness  and  a  finish  that  are  very  pleasing.  Despite 
all  the  gayety,  grim  preparations  are  going  on,  to  the  end 
that  those  who  are  now  stars  may  remain  so  and  that  others 
may  continue  in  the  cast  at  all. 

At  last  the  fatal  hour  arrives,  and  the  Final  Exami¬ 
nation  raises  his  sinister  head.  The  attack  of  the  Seniors 
is  brave  and  well  organized.  The  result  of  concentration 
is  apparent;  the  Seniors  emerge  victorious. 

They  have  finished  Study,  who  met  face  to  face,  is 
found  to  be,  not  an  enemy,  but  a  friend,  and  an  invaluable 
ally  to  possess  throughout  life.  The  strenuous  preparation 
for  battle,  which  made  our  cast  more  and  more  familiar 
with  Study,  was  a  blessing  in  disguise  and  everybody  is 
happy. 

The  play  ends  in  a  burst  of  glory,  with  flowers,  music 
and  congratulations --in  short,  graduation  exercises;  and 
we  have  the  well-known  and  ever  popular  happy  ending.
